In 1926 the ratio had increased to 
very close to 50 per cent. In other 
words, almost one-half of all state 


revenues are now derived from taxes 
on automobiles, as compared with a 
little over 11 per cent. some ten 
years ago. 

“In total figures the motor vehi- 
cle state tax has risen from $40,- 
865,370 in 1916 to $508,878,708 in 
1925. or an increase of 1,240 per 
cent. 


“In the tén years, 1916 to 1925, 
the increase in autemobile regis- 
tration was 570 per eent., as com- 
pared with an increase ef 1,240 
per cent. in the total amount of 
revenue gathered by the state 
from motor vehicle taxes. 

“The state tax burden is a heavy 
one, but the average increase in 
ten years was $6.30 per capita, as 
compared with an increase of 
$13.65 per motor vehicle.”
